Library Shelves 


Books about the various war 
frents have been obtained previ- 
ously by the J.C. library. Al- 
though not recent books, they are 
still quite popular. Among the 
best book sellers are: 

Mission to Moscow by Joseph 
E. Davies, who was United States 
ambassador to the Soviet Union. 
The material is made up of a 
record of confidential dispatches 
to the State Department, official 
and personal correspondence, and 
current diary and journal entries, 
including notes and comments up 
to October, 1941. 

The brillian journalist, Ernie 
Pyle, has again brought forth a 
grand book called Brave Men. 
This book: covers battle actions in 
Sicily, Italy, and France from 
June, 1943, until September, 1944. 
This book is a solemn salute to 
those thousands of nameless he- 
roes never to see America again. 

Guadalcanal Diary, by Richard 
Tregaskis, is an adventurous, 
readable story of the marines who 
fought and died at Guadalcanal.

From the standpoint of the number of games played 
and the fact that Salinas Junior College did have a basket- 
ball season this year, the *44 cage season was successful. It 
was successful considering the number of men who were 


able to play a fairly large num- 
ber of games before going into 
service. From the winning point 
of view many would say the sea- 
son was not a success, with the 
Panther varsity winning seven 
and losing eleven, the jayvees 
winning three and dropping five; 
but at this time we are not con-

In the first practice 
game with the Salinas High, the 
Panthers split the double bill, 
the varsity chalking up their ini- 
tial win, and the jayvees their 
first defeat. This was the last 
game for Elmer Stoira, who left 
for the navy. The team was hit 
hard by this loss. 

Representing the junior college, 
the Panthers traveled to Modesto 
to enter in the annual three-day 
hoop tournament sponsored by 
Modesto Jaysee. Meeting Santa 
Ana on the first day the Salinas 
lads dropped the game, 52-42. 
Scheduled next against Placer, 
the Panthers outscored their op- 
ponents by two points, 38-36. In 
their last game of the tournament 
the jaysee cagers went down be- 
fore the powerful Pasadena quin- 
tet, 65-34.

Beginning in this week’s issue of Pan- 
ther Sentinel there will be a review of the baseball and track 
teams of Salinas dating back to the spring of ’39 and continuing up 
to the spring of °44. Highspots in football, basketball, and boxing 
will make their appearance, too. é 

About the first big event of the ’39 ball season was the fact 
that the Panthers.were to play host to the San Francisco Seals at 
an inauguration of. the new college diamond. The Seal rookies 
traveled down to Salinas, and held the jaysee nine to a 9-1 score. 

This was the second year of conference baseball for the local 
lads and they garnered their first winning league encounter in the 
history of the school, with a win over Modesto J.C. 

Other college opposition met during the season was the San 
Jose State Frosh, Marin, San Francisco, San Mateo, Menlo, and 
Sacramento jaysees. 

Holding the highest batting average at .400 was Jack Raine, 
an unusual feat fo: a pitcher. Don Paul was second with .385; he 
held down the shortstop patch. Holding third-place honors in the 
batting parade was Joe Garcia, initial sacker, batting in around 
.340. Salinas rose to third place in league competition. The best in- 
dividual performance was by Jim Hart, who pitched a one-hit game 
over the league-leading Sacramentoans. 

Track had the best season yet staged on the home grounds. 
Rico Crosetti won the cross-country run. In the inter-class division 
the freshment overpowered the sophs, with Larry MacLean piling 
up 28 points for the Frosh. The Panthers were undefeated in four 
dual meets. In the conference “B” meet Salinas walked away with 


the title. Joe Garcia set up a new record for the javelin throw. 
at S.J.C. His new record was 176 feet.
